This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

Species IV of Figures 9, 10, 11a. 12. 13a, 14; Species V of Figures lib. 13b, and 14; 
Species VI of Figures 15a. and 16; Species VII; Species VII of Figure 15b; Species VIII 
of Figures 17a and 18; Species IX of Figure 17a; Species X of Figures 19a, 19b, 20, 
and 21 ; Species XI of Figures 22a, 22b and 23 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141 .

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2. the species lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: Each species has a different 
configuration and claims different features that are not shown or claimed such as the 
magnets being ring-shaped magnets with a particular configuration of polarity or the 
magnets being mounted on a ring-shaped or horseshoe shaped ferromagnetic material, 
with particular configurations of polarity, a vent or projecting elements.
